The people of the State of Wisconsin represented in
Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows :

Secrrion 1. On or before the first day of May next, it
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shall be the duty of the Governor of the state of Wiscon- Gevernor to ap-
sin to appoint three suitable personsin each of the countieg P>/t *prmisers.

acre, as estimated by them, of each subdivision, also an es-
timate of the improveinents on each, as before provided.
